The life story of Jack Jones, 
miner-novelist, whq will address 
the Friday luncheon of the Cana- 
dfan Club, reads like that of Hew 
Morgan in Richard Llewellyn’s 
best seller, “How Green Was My 
Valley.” © 

Born in a.south Wales mining 
town in 1884, Jones had little 
schooling .before going to work 
in a coal mine with his father, 
Except for two war interludes, 
Jones worked in coal mines most 
of his life and was appointed to 
represent the miners of his dis- 
trict at conventions and in wage 
negotations. 

Jones fought in South Africa 
in the Boer War and in 1914 was 
called as a reservist. He was 
wounded and mentioned in dis- 
patches, 

During the depression in the 
mining ‘industry after the last 
war, Jones, unemployed, read all 
he could Jay his hands on, 

When 50 years old, he decided 
to write novels and plays of min- 
ing life. His first novel, “Rhondda 
Roundabout,” written in long 
hand on scrap paper and eld ac- 
count books, was an immediate 
success when published in 1934. 
Other novels and his autobio- 
graph, “Unfinished Journey,” re- 
ceived a good press in Britain 
and America. 

Jones’ first .play, “Land of My 
Fathers,” was placed first in an 
international play competition. 
Another of his plays was con- 
sidered by critics one of the best 
playing in London. 

Jones has also written; hun- 
dreds of features and radio plays. 

Before coming to America in 
1941 he served as a firefighter 
and survived a dozen fierce 
blitzes.

2 Survivors Of 
Alaska Crash Safe; 
Search for Others 


KETCHIKAN (AP) Rescue | 
of two of six persons who van- 
ished on .a Seattle-Ketchikan 
flight four weeks ago provided 
Alaska today with another mod 
ern epic of survival in the north 
lands: inhospitable wilderness, 

The rescue of the two men on 
an isolated beach Wednesday by 
a coastguard patrol boat dis 
closed the death ofthe lone 
woman aboard the plane but 
buoyed hope Yor the. rescue of 
the other three men. All were 
alive when the two men last 
saw them. One of them was the 
pilot, Harold Gillam, famed: for 
his escapes in years of Alaska 
flying. 

The known casualty of the 
crash against a ridge on the Jan 
5 flight was Miss Susan Batzer, 
23, of Camas, Wash. She died 
from loss of blood before the 
other passengers regained con- 
sciousness after the twin-engined 
ship crashed an estimated seven 
miles back in the wilderness, 
abott 40 miles southeast of Ket- 
chikan. She was going north to 
report for a Civil Aeronautics 
Administration job 

The two rescued men were 
Percy Cutting of Hayward, Calif., 
an Alaskan employee of Morri 
son-Knudson Company, and Jo 
seph Tippets, a Civil Aeronautics 
Administration employee at An 
chorage. 

Both were weakened by 
gruelling midwinter experience, 
but were reported responding 
rapidly 

The other two passengers were 
Robert Gebo, 36, Seattle engineer 
and general superintendent 
Morrison-Knudsen Co which 
operated the plane, and Dewey 
Metzdorf, Anchorage hotel owner 

A searching party was to go 
inte the wilds today in search of 
them and in hope of finding some 
clue to Gillam, who headed south 
ward in search of five days 
after the crash 

The plane was wrecked on the 
mountainous peninsula between 
Smeaton Bay and Boca de Quadra 
Inlet, approximately 30 miles 
west of the British Columbia 
border.

Blamed On ‘Rumors’ 

The fuel shortage revealed a 

suspicious trait in many citizens, 
according to the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. 
| In the midst of many other | 
problems the board received nu- 
merous complaints from people | 
alleging that neighbors were get- 
ting more than their fair supply 
of fuel,
